REPRESENT A TI'fE APPORTIONMENT. 

AN ACT to apportion tbe State and define the bouDdaries of the repreHDtatiTe 
dlatriota tberei ..

State of I(YIJ)a, That the county of Allemakee shall cODsti· 
tute the first representative district, and have one represent· 
ative.

OHAPTER 133. 

SCHOOL DISTRICT_ 

AN ACT 9Itablishing a achool district in Van BUND toWllahip, Van ·Burea 
county. 

Bouuw,. SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General .A.88embly of eM 
8tat8 qf Iowa, That a school district composed of 'the fol­
lowing described section and parts of' section, viz: 16 and 
91, (except 40 acres in the south-east corner of said section 
21,) and the north half of section 22 and the south half of 
section 15, be, and the same is hereby established to be snb­
ject to all the laws and regulations now in force respecting 
the organizing of school districts. All acts and parts of 
acts contrary to the provisions of this act, are hereby re­
pealed. 

SEO. 2. This act to take effect and be in force from and 
after its pu blication in the Keosauqua Republican and Dem­
ocratic Mirror, without expense to the State. 

Approved January 27,1857. 
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
